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AUX user interface (14b) accepts 

inputs from user-via UE user 
interface (14a)-for transmitting a 
message according to BT. 
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AUX user interface (14b) of UE 
device (12) provides the message to 
(separate) AUX device (10) via 
AUX-UE coupling (11a). 
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AUX (10) transmits the message 
using its BT TRX (10b). 
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AUX (10) receives a message via 
BT TRX (10b). 
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AUX device (10) provides the 
message to AUX user interface
